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TOWN MEETING - March 13, 1962 


Annual Town Meeting, Town of Londonderry, Coun- 
ty of Rockingham, State of New Hampshire, March 13, 
1962 at the Londonderry Town Hall. 


The meeting was called to order at 10 A. M. by the 
Moderator, Rene Paquette. The sworn statement on the 
back of the Warrant and up to the second article was read. 
Mr. Shepard was recognized. ‘‘Mr. Moderator, I move 
that the polls be kept open until 7 P. M. and that Article 
#2 and subsequent articles be taken up at 7 P. M.”’ Mr. 
Hicks seconded the motion. The vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


The Town Meeting was called to order at 7 P. M. 
by the Moderator and then was turned over to the School 
Committee. (They postponed their meeting until Wednes- 
day, March 14, 1962.) 


Article #1 - Taken care of by ballot. 


Article #2 - The Budget was taken up Article by 
Article and each was voted in the affirmative thus making 
a total budget of $71,381.82. 


Article #3 - Ralph Dutton made a motion to accept 
Article #3 as read. Mr. Shepard seconded the motion. It 
was voted in the affirmative. 


Article #4 - Ralph Dutton made a motion to allow 
the same amount of discount (1%) as last year. The mo- 
tion was seconded by Mr. Strino. The vote was in the af- 
firmative. 


Article #5 - Mr. Shepard made a motion that in as 
much as we have already voted to raise the sumof $1,217. 
82 in the budget, we accept Article #5 as read. Mr. Ball 
seconded the motion. It was voted in the affirmative. 


Article #6 - Mr. Dutton made a motion to table 
Article #6. Mr. Lievens seconded the motion. It was vot- 
ed in the affirmative. 


Article #7 - Mr. A. Carter made a motion to table 
Article #7. Mr. A. Rock seconded the motion and then lat- 
er withdrew his second. Mr. Zennoni then seconded it. 
It was voted in the negative. 

Mr. Lievens made a motion to approve Article #7 
(B) but that instead of adding $2,000.00 per year to total, 


$1,000.00 be used from this year’s summer roads approp- 
riation and that $2,000.00 per year thereafter be taken 
from summer and winter roads to pay for the loan. Mr. 
Dutton seconded the motion. It was voted in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article #8 - Mr. McCarthy made a motion to table 
Article #8. Mr. A. Carter seconded the motion. It was 
voted in the negative. 

Mr. Gaskill made a motion to accept Article #8 as 
read. Mr. Webber seconded the motion. Mr. Bartlett 
wanted to amend the Article but was challenged by Mr. 
Shepard as Mr. Bartlett was not a registered voter in 
Londonderry. The amendment was considered illegal. 
Mr. Wing then challenged him and Mr. Bartlett was re- 
quested to leave the Hall. 

Mr. Bernier made a motion to amend Article #8 
by striking out the word ‘“‘steel’’. Mr. Cote seconded the 
motion. It was voted in the affirmative. 


Article #9 - Mr. Conner made a motion that any 
action on Article #9 be postponed until March 31, 1962 at 
which time the Selectmen shall have called for a Special 
Town Meeting to vote by ballot on this Article. Polls to 
open from 10 A. M.to6 P.M. Mr. Shepard seconded the 
motion. The vote was in the affirmative. 


Article #10 - Mr. Lievens made a motion to ap- 
prove project but instead of raising $1,000.00, use the 
Duncan Fund money and take balance from new construc- 
tion. Mr. Wing seconded the motion. It was voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article #11 - Mr. Lievens made a motion that be- 
fore being considered for acceptance that the town set a 
policy for these and future roads that will come up as fol- 
Ows: 

Before being considered for acceptance by the 
Town, road must meet construction requirements of the 
then existing T. R. A. or Class V new construction, ready 
for tarring and must be either a continuous road to a junc- 
tion or have adequate turn about facilities meeting approv- 
al of Road Agent and Selectmen. Upon meeting these re- 
quirements, the road would then be voted for acceptance 
at next town meeting. Mr. Lievens also added that these 
two roads be accepted upon approval of the Selectmen. 
Mr. Dutton seconded the motion. It was voted in the af- 
firmative. 


Article #12 - Mr. Shepard made a motion that the 
same stipulation apply to this Article as in Article #11. 
aterm secondedthe motion. It was voted in the affirm- 
ative. 


Article #13 - Mr. Landry made a motion to table 
Article #13. Mr. Lievens seconded the motion. It was 
voted in the affirmative. 


Article #14 - Mr. Mack made a motion to accept 
Article #14 as read with the correction of the spelling of 
Buttrick. It was seconded by Mr. Shepard. It was voted 
in the affirmative. 


Article #15 - Mr. Shepard made a motion to accept 
the two Trust Funds, Jeremiah Purdy ($150.00) and Charles 
P. Doherty ($100.00). Mr. Weymouth seconded the motion. 
It was voted in the affirmative. 


Mr. Shepard made a motion that the Clerk be in- 
structed to spread on the Town Records a vote of appreci- 
ation for the long outstanding time and effort of Mr. Hicks 
devoted to the Town of Londonderry for his services as 
Town Selectman, Town Moderator, Town Clerk, Town Tax 
Collector, and again as Town Selectman. Mr. Mack sec- 
onded the motion. There wasa large applause of approval. 


Mr. Charles Fowler gave a report from the Dump 
Committee. 


Mr. McCarthy made a motion to hold a hearing on 
zoning March 29, 1962 at 7 P.M. Mr. Cote seconded the 
motion. It was voted in the negative. 


Mr. Conner made a motion to adjourn the Meeting. 
Mr. Weymouth seconded the motion. It was a vote in the 
affirmative. The Meeting adjourned at 9:25 P. M.

The past year has been a busy one for the depart- 
ment. A continuous effort is being made to improve the 
services to the townspeople and to keep the costs at a 
minimum, Through the cooperation of the selectmen and 
the Department of Safety, State Police, Chief Ball attended 
a two week course at the University of N. H. The course 
covered various phases of Police fundamentals and the 
knowledge gained is now being imparted to members of 
the department at bi-monthly meetings. 


While the department was formed for the purpose 
of giving emergency service to the town, we do try to as- 
sist the townspeople, within the limits of our budget, in 
most of the services normally expected of a full time de- 
partment. 


It is not possible to list all the activities resulting 
from the more than 1500 calls received by the department 
in the past year, however, we have listed the more im- 
portant ones. While automobile accidents continue to 
dominate the operations of the department, there has been 
a definite decrease in the number of severe accidents and 
injuries. We believe this is due to increased vigilance 
and elimination of some of the hazards that heretofore 
existed. 


We have also noticed a decrease in the number of 
complaints on ‘‘Hotrodders’’ and other types of juvenile 
misdemeanors. The Department will continue the prompt 
apprehension and prosecution of offenders as it is readily 
proven that this course of action is the greatest deterrent 
to those who would violate the laws, and endanger the 
lives and property of our citizens.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry in 
the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Londonderry on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next at Ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary todefray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see what rate of discount the Town will al- 
low on taxes for the ensuing year. 


5. To see if the Town will accept State aid for the 
construction of Class V Roads, and raise and set aside for 
said purpose the sum of $1,221.37, and the State to con- 
tribute the sum of $8,142.48.

PROPOSED ZONING ORDINANCE 
FOR THE 
TOWN OF LONDONDERRY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


PURPOSE 


As a means of retaining the scenic beauty of our 
town, protecting the health, safety, convenience, prosper- 
ity, and general welfare of our inhabitants, the London- 
derry Planning Board respectfully submits to the voters 
of the town the following ordinance. 


ARTICLE I 
AUTHORITY 


Chapter 31, Section 60-89 inclusive, New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 
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ARTICLE I 
DISTRICTS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the Town of 
Londonderry is divided into districts as shown on the 
Zoning Map filed with the Town Clerk dated November 
1956, and amended February, 1963, and including the fol- 
lowing: (1) Residence and Agricultural District; (2) Civic 
Districts; (3) Industrial District. 


ARTICLE Ii 
RESIDENCE AND AGRICULTURAL DISTRICT 


A. Any residential or agricultural buildings ex- 
isting at the time of enactment of this ordinance shall be 
considered as conforming to the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


B. Minimum Land Area. No residential lot shall 
be less than one (1) acre except where the lot is served 
by a public water supply or public sewage disposal sys- 
tem, in which case an area of at least 15,000 square feet 
shall be required. A residence may be constructed on a 
lotof record at the time this Ordinance becomes effective 
regardless of the area or width of such lot. 


C. Frontage. Every building lot shall have a min- 
imum lot frontage of 150 feet. 


D. Front Yard. There shall be between the edge 
of the nearest right of way and the extreme front of any 
building a minimum depth of 40 feet. 


E. Side Yard. Nobuilding shall be located nearer 
than 15 feet from the side property lines. 


F. Back Yard. There shall be between the ex- 
treme back of any building and the rear property line a 
minimum depth of 15 feet. 


G. Conversion of existing residences or the con- 
struction of new multi-family residences shall be per- 
mitted provided that 5,000 square feet of land area shall 
be required for each additional family unit. 


H. No privies, cesspools, septic tanks, or sewage 
areas Shall be constructed less than 75 feet from the edge 
of a public water body, from a well, or from a dwelling 
other than that to which it is appurtenant. 


I. No owner or occupant of land shall permit fire 
or other ruins to be left, but shall remove same within 
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two years. If the owner is unable to carry out these pro- 
visions, the town shall have the power to remove or dis- 
pose of same, 


J. Forthe purpose of this Ordinance, house trail- 
ers and mobile homes shall be considered as residences. 


K. Not more than one residence or residential 
building shall be located on any one lot. 


L. Residences and land areas may be used by the 
owners or tenants for home occupations, business or pro- 
fessional offices, and such other commercial or agricult- 
ural uses as may be desired, provided that such use does 
not create a public nuisance nor materially reduce the 
property valuations within the adjacent areas, 


ARTICLE IV 
CIVIC DISTRICTS 


The Civic districts will be restricted to land or 
structures for public use only, such as: museums, church- 
es, parsonages, schools, and/or land or other public 
buildings. 


ARTICLE V 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT 


The Industrial district shall consist of that portion 
of the town which lies within the presently fenced area of 
Grenier Field. 


ARTICLE VI 
NONCONFORMING USES AND BUILDINGS 


A. Any nonconforming uses of land or buildings 
may continue in their present use, except that any non- 
conforming use or building may not be: 


1, Changed to another nonconforming use. 

2. Re-established after discontinuance for one 
year except when such use or building con- 
forms to the provisions of this Ordinance, 

3. Extended. 

4, Rebuilt after damage exceeding 75% of its 
replacement value, 


B. No commercial junk yard may continue as a 
nonconforming use for more than one year unless it com- 
plies with state laws governing same. No new commerc- 
ial junk yards shall be established, 
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ARTICLE VIL 
ENFORCEMENT 


A. The Board of Selectmen shall enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and shall issue any and all build- 
ing permits requested when such permit is in accordance 
betes the provisions of this Ordinance. There shall be no 

ee, 


B. After passage of this Ordinance, it shall be un- 
lawful to erect any structure or building, or relocate any 
building without first obtaining a permit. 


C. No permit shall be required for remodeling 
where the purpose for which the building is to be used is 
not changed. 


D. Upon any well-founded information that this 
Ordinance is being violated, the Board of Selectmen shall 
take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance by seeking an injunction in Superior Court or 
any other legal action. 


ARTICLE VHUI 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


After the adoption of this Ordinance, the Town 
Meeting will provide for the appointment of a Board of 
Adjustment conforming in membership and duties to the 
provisions of Chapter 31, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated 
1955, Thereafter, successive Town Meetings shall be re- 
sponsible for filling vacancies and maintaining full mem- 
bership on the Board of Adjustment. Interim vacancies 
shall be filled until the next regular Town Meeting by the 
remaining members of the Board of Adjustment. In addi- 
tion to the general powers granted said Board of Adjust- 
ment by said Chapter 31, it may, in harmony with and sub- 
ject to its provisions: 


A. Permit a nonconforming temporary use for an 
initial period of not more than two years. Permits may 
be renewed by the Board of Adjustment for successive 
periods of not more than one year each. 


B. Waive the frontage requirements where there 
are unusual conditions of street curvature, topography or 
subsurface conditions. In such cases, however, the aver- 
age width of the lot shall be equal to or greater than the 
frontage, 


C. Permit variances from any provisions of this 


Ordinance where it can be shown that unnecessary hard- 
ship would other wise result and where such variance 
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would not be contrary to the public interest. 


D. Permit an industry in other than the industrial 
area which at a public hearing proves it can meet the fol- 
lowing requirements: 


1. Any such building shall be located at least 
50 feet from the edge of any right of way, 
and not less than 20 feet from each side 
and rear boundary. 

2. Provide adequate parking facilities for 
freight and delivery trucks and employee 
parking. 

3. Will not offend by reason of the emission 
of smoke, dust, gas, noise, odor or fumes. 


E. Permit a commercial use which at a public 
hearing proves it can meet the following requirements: 


1, Any such building shall be located at least 
50 feet from the edge of any right of way 
and not less than 15 feet from each side 
and rear boundary. 

2. Provide adequate parking facilities to ac- 
commodate vehicles attracted by the busi- 
ness, 

3. Notcreate a public nuisance nor materially 
reduce the valuations of surrounding prop- 
erties. 


ARTICLE IX 
AMENDMENTS 


This Ordinance may be amended by a majority vote 
of any legal Town Meeting when such amendment is pub- 
lished in the warrant calling for the meeting, and when 
such amendment has receivedapublic hearing, which hear- 
ing has been advertised and given a legal fifteen-day notice. 


ARTICLE X 
PENALTY 


Every person, persons, firm or corporation violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this Ordinance may be fined 
not more thanten dollars upon conviction for each day such 
violation may exist. 


ARTICLE XI 
SAVING CLAUSE 


If any portion of this Ordinince is found to be un- 
lawful it shall not void any of the other provisions. 
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ARTICLE XII 
DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, certain terms 
are defined as provided in this section. 


1, Lot. That area of land described in an applica- 
tion for a permit. 


2. Lot of Record. Land designated as a separate 
and distinct parcel in a legally recorded deed filed in the 
records of Rockingham County, New Hampshire. 


3. Frontage. The length of the lot bordering on 
any right of way. 


4. Nonconforming Building. Any building which 
does not meet the requirement of this Ordinance in respect 
to minimum land area, frontage, and front, side and back 
yards. 


5. Nonconforming Use. Any use of land and/or 
buildings in violation of the provisions of this Ordinance. 


6. A Commercial Junk Yard. A junk yard which is 
maintained primarily for the purpose of buying and selling 
parts and material. 


ARTICLE XI 
EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 


23. Providing the previous article is adopted, to 
see what action the town will take relative to providing for 
the appointment of members to the Board of Adjustment. 


24. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


This year the school board would like to stress the 
urgency of planning for the proper housing of the school 
children in the immediate future. With this in mind, the 
board and an appointed building committee have held num- 
erous meetings with representatives from the Department 
of Education and architects. 


Preliminary plans have been prepared and pre- 
sented to the townspeople at a public hearing. It was con- 
cluded that it would be wise to build at this time, eight 
classrooms and an auditorium for school and town pur- 
poses. Whatever money is spent on building at this time 
will be entitled to school building aid from the state, which 
at the present time is 30% of the annual principal payment. 


It is hoped that the voters will elect a building 
committee of possibly five persons who will work with the 
School Board to select a suitable architect and complete 
the building plans. 


Next September a student enrollment of approxi- 
mately 550 is anticipated. The present cafeteria will again 
be converted into three small classrooms. The hot lunch 
program will have to be discontinued and coldlunches will 
once again be eaten in the classrooms. 


If a bond issue is approved by the voters at the 
annual meeting, there will be classrooms and hot lunch 
facilities available for the students at the opening of school 
the following September. | 


We have a good school system in operation in Lon- 
donderry and our children are benefiting from all the ed- 
ucational opportunities that our tax dollars can provide. 


We on the School Board appreciate the fine coop- 
eration of the principal, teachers and custodians and are 
grateful for the generous support of the taxpayers and 
parents.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


The health of a child vitally affects his learning abil- 
ity. Only a healthy, happy child can get the most from ed- 
ucational opportunities offered. The school nurse-teacher’s 
program is set up with this goal in mind. 


A pre-school registration clinic is held in May for 
all children entering school in September. Vision, hearing 
and motor coordination tests are done at this time. A 
dental hygienist is present to examine teeth and make nec- 
essary recommendations. The nurse has an opportunity 
_ to get a complete medical history on each child. Fifty- 
three children were registered in May, 1962. 


After your child enters school he will have a vision 
and hearing test done once each year. He will also be 
weighed and measured yearly to note poor growth develop- 
ment or unusual weight gain or loss. I wish to point out 
that the visual tests are adequate for school use but are 
simple screening tests for a few eye difficulties. If your 
child has not been referred by the school nurse but com- 
plains of eye difficulty, please have a complete examination 
done. A health record is sent home for each parent to fill 
out. These should be filled out carefully as they are used 
for emergency information. It is important for the school 
to have someone to contact in case of illness or accident. 
In cases of epidemic virus or communicable disease it is 
impossible for the school to assume transportation re- 
sponsibilities. 


A tuberculin patch testing program has been inaug- 
urated whereby any child, whose parent so desired, was 
patched last year. In subsequent years grades one, three, 
five and eight will be able to receive the patch test yearly. 
AnX-ray unit is set up at Grinnell School in Derry so that 
those children with a positive reaction can be X-rayed. 


A dental clinic and educational program, sponsored 
by the P. T. A., is held every year in school. Money 
raised and sent in to the State Department of Health is 
matched with Federal Funds and used to pay the attending 
dentist. The state dental hygienist visits the classrooms 
three times a year to assist the teacher in securing ma- 
terials and planning a dental education program. Dr. Ro- 
bert Madden, Concord, N. H., was the participating dentist 
for the dental clinic last year. Sixty-eight children had 
the following work done: 148 permanent fillings, 12 decid- 
uous extractions and 2 deciduous fillings. 
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Many services are available to children who have 
need, either through a state agency or private organiza- 
tion. Parents may apply through the school nurse-teacher 
for such services. Children with speech defects may at- 
tend the speech clinic at the Manchester Rehabilitation 
Center if their schedule permits. Clinics are available 
for all types of handicapped children including pediatric, 
orthopedic, cancer, heart and also child guidance. These 
are but a few. 


There are many more facets of the school health 
program but the preceding may give some idea of the 
role of the school nurse-teacher,

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 


Inthe short space of fifty years the automobile has 
replaced the horse and buggy; airplanes fly from coast to 
coast in less than four hours; radio and television keep us 
in close touch with the world by the twist of a button; push- 
button devices of every kind have brought about fundament- 
al changes in our mode of living. 


Our schools have also changed. Just as medicine 
and surgery and technology, business management and 
selling have moved ahead in the knowledge of what to do to 
achieve desired results, so has education. Modern schools 
are doing for today’s children and tomorrow’s citizens 
what schools fifty years ago never thought of doing, nor 
were equipped to do. Schools are changing because times 
and insights are changing. In the past fifty years more 
has been discovered about how learning takes place than 
in all the centuries before. Among these discoveries is 
the fact that individuals differ in all sorts of ways; there- 
fore, teaching methods vary from individual to individual 
as a result of this knowledge. No longer do teachers at- 
tempt to press all children into a single mold. 


It seems natural toassume that, because people ac- 
cept mechanical innovations, they also accept change in 
schools. Unfortunately this is only partially true. Even 
though modifications in the schools have occurredasare- 
sult of scientific discoveries in how learning takes place, 
many people still want the schools to remain the same as 
when they went to school. There seems to be some confu- 
sion as to what schools should be doing for children. The 
common schools of the United States were founded on the 
assumption that, if the people were literate, they would 
have access to the truth; if they had the truth, they would 
automatically be independent and democratic. We know 
now that recognition of the truth takes more than mere 
ability to read, write and compute. For example, today’s 
citizens need many differentkindsof skills. The skills re- 
quired for democratic action must be taught anew to each 
succeeding generation because democracy represents a 
continually developing concept. Schools of modern design, 
while they in no sense underestimate the essential nature 
of the basic skills, do recognize that many additional skills 
in all areas of living - social, physical, emotional, and 
mental - must be taught children in an environment of re- 
ality which is conducive to their effective assumption of 
the citizenship role in society. 
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We as adults, must think of the schools in terms of 
the present day world. We must be aware of the basic 
changes and challenges which confront individuals and 
groups today. 


I believe that a good school: 


1. Shows concern with all-around development-- 
social, mental, emotional, and physical. 


2. Recognizes each child as an individual with 
unique potentialities and limitations. 


3. Strives constantly to help each child develop his 
powers and overcome his limitations. 


4. Establishes the climate which assures to the ut- 
most extent that each child: 


a. Feels he belongs, has opportunity to con- 
tribute as well as receive. 

b. Develops a feeling of security. 

c. Is loved and respected for what he is as 
an individual as well as for what he may 
become. 


d. Is encouraged to ask questions. 

Is helped to understand and develop values. 
Is helped to develop skills and apprecia- 
tions. 
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Dd. Should aid children in ways of working satisfac- 
torily as members of groups. 


6. Should aid children to acquire attitudes, under- 
standings, knowledges, and skills needed to work 
according to the democratic processes which 
are the foundation of American culture. 


The schools may only accomplish to the degree 
that the public gives it support both by attitude and in the 
form of appropriated money. School budgets will increase 
each year as more and more youngsters enter school. We 
will need more rooms, more teachers, books and supplies. 


I believe the most important school budget item is 
the teachers salary. Without the guidance of a top notch, 
dedicated teacher the fine classroom containing the best 
furniture, books and supplies is wasted. Taxpayers all and 
parents in particular must decide what type of education 
they want for their childrenand what they can afford. Com- 
munities bordering our towns have indicated that they will 


advance starting salaries to $4,500.00 thus matching the 
Massachusetts state minimum. What effect will this have 
on the towns in Union #10? We no doubt will have a very 
difficult time filling all vacancies with qualified teachers. 
Some of our schools beganthe school year with substitutes. 
We need replacements in the same schools right now and 
have been unable to find qualified people. Our problemis 
not only that of attracting new qualified teachers but also of 
holding the good teachers that we have.

STATISTICAL REPORTS 
ENROLLMENT 


The total enrollment for grades one through eight 
as of January 15, 1963 was 494. The total enrollment on 
the same date was 1962 - 438, 1964 - 439, 1960 - 404, 1959 
- 381. This indicates an increase in excess of 100.

The unanticipated increase in enrollment created 
problems. The staff needs to be enlarged and the housing 
problem solved. A real study of the population situation 
with some thought to solving the elementary and secondary 
educational program is almost a ‘‘must’’. Long range plan- 
ning might indicate the desirability of a secondary school 
for Londonderry alone or possibly a regional school with 
neighboring communities. 


PERSONNEL 


There were three resignations, Messrs. Howard, 
Manning and Mrozek. One additional teacher was engaged 
and the second grade position was filled. With additional 
teachers and replacements there have been twenty-one new 
teachers in the last four years. This is indicative of the 
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short supply of qualified teaching personnel. 


Salaries, fringe benefits, and working conditions 
must be up graded if communities hope to retain staff. The 
advantage of a stable, well qualified staff to youngsters is 
self evident. In selecting staff there are many factors to 
consider. Qualifications, (subject matter, background and 
professional opto! personality traits, previous experi- 
ence, and sympathetic understanding of children, are all 
factors which are considered in selecting staff. Under the 
leadership of the school principal, selections based on the 
above can be organized into a compatible efficient teaching 
team. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


In an effort to promote the common welfare and ad- 
vance the individual, education is constantly searching for 
new ways to improve the quantity and quality of the educa- 
tional offerings. Programmed instruction, team teaching, 
team learning are a few of the many devices developed to 
promote more efficient learning. The last mentioned per- 
haps is the most significant for thesmaller schools. Al- 
though it is not entirely new it refines the committee ap- 
proach. Itst great advantage is the inventory made of the 
existing knowledges. Study in the area is guided by utiliz- 
ing known strengths and concentrating on weaknesses so 
that pupils may make maximum gains. These devices are 
indications of the efforts that educators at all levels are 
making to make greater contributions to the progress of 
pupils.. 


The programs in music and handwriting have been 
continued. Both programs make distinct contribution to the 
cultural and practical background. The continued and ex- 
panded use of audio-visual devices contributes to the edu- 
cational progress. The change in content in science and 
to a lesser degree mathematics are symptomsof an ever 
expanding program. Inclusion of materials in any course 
today is the result of close scrutiny of its value, immediate 
and as a foundation for future study. 


It has beena pleasant duty to work with Londonderry 
pupils in an effort to provide good educational opportunities.
